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CLEARING VESSELS AT VICTORIA. 





The timp is approaching wheh the Hudson Bay 
Company’s trading steamer Labouchere will take 
in @ cargojat Victoria forier winter trading 
cruise upon the north-west coast of British Cel- 

| umbia, and there is little doubt that that power- 
ful:company will make a strong effort to-obtain 
from ‘our g)vernment a renewal of the concession 
made to them last spring by sending a customs 
officer over to Victoria for the purpose of exam- 
ining ber gargo and cleuring her there. We ar+ 
nd sufficiently in the secrets of the Executive ta 
hazarl an j)pinion as to the result of such an ap- 
pligation ; ibut we are thoroughly convinced that 
it/ would be a great mistake for, the government 
todisplay the least vacillation upon this point. 
The evils of the old system of clearing vessels at 
Victoria the the coast have never, we; suspect, 
“been fnily appreciated by either government or 
pdople. The systematic manner in which the 
revenue of this colony was defrauded was per- 
- haps not the mest-serious feature of it. The ex- 
tensive trade carried on with the native tribes 
- in whisky, so-called, has produced evils which 
miay not. be reckoned by dollars and cents. The 
Tadians alpng the seaboard have not ouly been 
demoralized and debauched, but they have. been 
led, by frequent contact with the very worst class 
of lwhite when, to form the. most anfavorable 
judgment respecting the European race, and to 
entertain the most erroneous and fatal suspicions 
respecting! the policy and\design of the British 
Government towards themselves. How much 
we are indebted to that intercourse for the Indian 
difficulties which have recently cost the colony 
80 much, re do not pretend to say ; but that it 
\ igs been & prolific cause of crime and murder we 
have no ui in asserting. This no one 
who. poss¢sses a knowledge of the Iudian charac- 
ter or of the terrible effects of intoxicating drinks 
upon these poor savages will think of calling in 
qnestion og a moment. It is of the-most vital 
importance that as far as possible a stop should 
be put to this lawless and, blighting traffic. How 
is this to be accomplished ? Certainly not by a 
return to ithe old system which gave it birth, It 
is only by breaking up the gang of smugylers 
who have) establislied their headquarters at Vic- 
tpria and jpreyed upon our coast these four or 
five years|past that this end can be accomplished. 
“That. can never be done-so lung as they are per- 
mitted ta clear from there. We will be asked 
how bringing these vessels here is going to ac- 
tomplish that end. That would be one step to- 
wards sh uny rate, and a most important one 
too. By transferring the trade’ to this place, 
where it will be under the direct supervision’ of 

, Gurt vigilant and efficient Collector, very much 


‘'would be gained. Bot more must be done.’ 


Something in the shape of a revenue cutter most 
be sent ogt to overhanl these vessels in the gulf 
invorder to see that all is right. We have been 
told that vessels coming up hereto clear conceal 
a large portion of tlieir cargo, including, as a 
matter ofcourse, the whisky, in some convenient 
place in the gulf, clear with the balance, and in 
/ Teturning| take in that which has not paid cus- 
‘toms. daty, and proceed upon their voyage. That 
. such is the practice may fairly be inferred from 
the absenve of whisky in the cargo broaght here, 
as well ag from the fact that mist of these ves- 
sels have|cleared with mach less than half the 
catgo they are Supposed to lay in for a trading 
cruise uppn the coast. Thus those best acquain- 
ted with the subject confidently believe that. such 
a practice is carried on; but for want of the 
means ofloverhauling these vessels after they get 
gut to sea they have, so far, been permitted -to 
évade thd law with imyunity, We wrote) last 
‘week in advotacy of a government steam tng 
~ fot servide upon the river and gulf. Had we 
‘guch a tig, how admirably woald it perform the 
little revenue service in question, until the growth 
of our maritime trade would demand its andivi- 
ded attendance. And until we have a tog, why 
_ should not His Excellency’s little steam yacht 
be pressed into the service? We sincerely trust 
that the Executive will take a firm stand, there- 
fure, vesyecting the further clearance of vessels 
at Victonia uuder any circumstances, So far as 
| the Laboucheré is concerned we see no reason for 
© fiaking.an exceptional case in-her favor, Shei 
‘is better hble to conie up here than ‘sailing ves- 
gels are ; and if there is any additional expense 
| eonnected with clearing here, her owners are 
' assuredly better able to bear it than are those of 
| the small vessels. -But it is all nonesense to 
| dwell uppn the hardship of having to clear here. 
| A steamer has only three hours’ sail. out of her

Daunlevy, one of the settlers, was riding along 
the road he was stopped by three strange Indians, 
armed to the teeth. He rode up to them witha 
* six-shuoter” presented and they retired. The 
bad Indians belonging to that district have re- 
cently disappeared, and it is believed they have 
coulesced with the remnant uf the Chilacoaten 
murderers, and are orguniaing for the purpose of 
makitg « descent upon the settlers in that sec- 
tion of the country. The reasons for thin surpi- 
cion are chiefly the appearance in the neighbour- 
hood of strange Indians, pnder very suspicious 
circustancer, the mysterious disappearance of 
resident Indians of the worst character, the fact 
thatthese Indians have técently expended all 
theif means upon amunition, and because Chila- 
coaten Indians have stated to the Hudson Bay 
Company's employees at Alexander that they 
contemplate a raid upon the white settlers of 
Williams Lake district. Mr.. Moberly, who is 
expected to arrive by the Reliance, is the bearer 
of & petition from the settlers, representing the 
circumstances to His Excellency) the Governor, 
and praying that protection may be extended to 
them. We sincerely trust these suspicions may 
turn out to be groundless ; but-when such men 
as Woodward, Way and Dunlevy apply for pro- 
tection, we fear it is no bngaboo affuir.
